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in a Young Woman, rot having the vantty to 
think my {elf beautiful enough to be ranked 
antong(t the firft Rate, but thofe of a lower 
dearee, yet having as I hog'd juft (0 much as to have kept my 
Husband to my felt. Now having an intolerable Fealous Hus- 
band (without provocation I proteft) and lately furprizing 
him with a Woman, I woud know, whether I being 
Rrongly folicited by a Gentleman much above my Quality, 
andextreamly obliging, may lawfully yield him thefe Favours 
not fit to he mention’d here, and whether it woud be 4 Crime, 
confidering my Husbands provocation by Fealoufie, as alfo his 
falfene{s to me ? 

An(w. Adultery is abfolutely forbid, without any 
reftriction whatever. God Almighty made no provilo’s, 
nor other remedy but a Legal Divorcement, and the 
penalty dependant upon the breach of this Command, 
isno Jefs than a certain exclufion out of Heaven : So 
thar, Afztam, if you value your Intereft there, or the 
fatisfa&tion of an honourable peacefull breaft in this 
Life, you cannot profticute either to your Refentments. 
Weare not infenfible, that ’tis the practice of many to 
take fuch a Revenge, but their Paflion firft hurried ’em 
away from their Reafon, as well as their Innocence, 
for what an unaccountable Folly is it, chat I fhou'd ru- 
ine my felt to vex another, and often fail in that too. 
Your Husband injur’d himfelf more than you; "tts your 
pity and Prayers that are the debt you owe him for 
it: but fuppofe that he injur’d you only, and in the 
higheit degree poflible, (as perhaps falfenets te one ano- 
thers Beds bids very fair for it ) your Vertue is the 
greater, to forgive like a Chriftian, if you love him ; 
if not, and if you have a Command of your felf, Di- 
yorcement is the beft remedy, provided you have pofitive 
proof of his bafenefs, thé after all, you may perhaps 

2 miltaken as to his falfenefs, for all appearances are 
not realities. As for your Management of his Jealon- 
ie, feethe Advice given you ta the Author of the whole 
Duty of Man. 

Queft. 2. I defire to know the Natural Caufe of the winds 
vifirz and falling, its changing and turning to and fre, and 
where it is when ’tis fallen ? 

An{w. When exhal’d Vapours are fo condens'd and 
juftied together by contrary Winds, that they become 
heavier than the Air that keeps ’em up, they muft ne- 
ceflarily fubfide ; and fince there’s no penetration of Bo- 
dies, that Air that is under ’em mult be driven away, 
aad caufe what we ca)! an Agitation, or blowing of the 
Winds; asto its changing or turning, ‘tis according to 
the pofition of Vapours or Exhalations, thofe which are 
the largeit always prevailing againft the other, and 
where three, or more meet In one point, it caufes a 
Whirlwind. As for the latter part of the Queition, 
that asks where the Wind is when fallem, we anfwer 
tis equally dilpersd and extended every where, with- 
out any other Body to pur it 1m Afotion. 

Queft, 3. I don’t remember that ever I found any Text of 
Scripture azainkt Self Murder: TV confefs the fixth Command- 
ment forbids Murder’ in general wermis, and fome argue thus, the 
fixth Comrarsdnent forbids iMurder, but Self-murder is Murder, 
Ergo, ¢7c. But thae lert of Logick I think hardly worth a di{- 
proving, nor do T concerve it to be at all repugnant to any Princ{- 
ple of the Law of Nature for a2 Main to be bis own Executio- 
neron fome acounts: Such as where tis morally impoffible 
for v'r2 vemzinder of ones Life to be otherwife than miferable, 
or any wave further ferviceable to ones Countrey. And ‘twas 
fo far from being thought unlawful by the old Romans, that 
the mist Learned amonzit them theughe it juStifyable and pry- 
degt too, ax appears by Cato, Scipio, (7c. Query, How it ap- 
pears that chis Fact is, as is generally receiv'd, a damnable fing 

An{w. Its enough that that Text forbids Murder in 
General, and that no one can deny but Self-murder js 
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Murder ; and fich asare not pleasd with fuch a way 
of arguing, are defir’d to produce any place in Sacred 
Writ that either excepts Self-murder out of that Com- 
mand, or gives us one fingle Inftance which jultifies 
the practice. But why you can’tconceive it repugnant 
to any Principle of the Law of Nature for a Man to be 
his own Executioner, is ariddle; for the Law of Na- 
ture enjoyns felf-prefervation before any thing elle, 
and every thing elle is fubfervient to that one Princi- 
ple, for how can a dead Man be temperate, jut, mo- 
deft, exc. every Creature teaches us this Univerfal In- 
ftinét, either by detending its felf, or flying from its 
Invader. As forthe Salvo, or excufe which pleads mi- 
fery, unferviceablenefs to ones Countrey, it may be 
fully anfwer’d by this one Confideration; That we are 
God Almighty’s Creatures, made for his Eads and Glo- 
ry rather than for our own, and that therefore ’tis 
the moft Sacrilegious Felony imaginable to offer to 
difpofe of our felves: He isthe beft Judge of our Ser 
viceablenefs to the Commonwealth, of what we call 
mifery, and of every ching elfe, and therefore ‘tis a 
pretumptuous Arraignment of his Wildom. A private 
Sentinel can’t Jeave his Poft without Death, in a war- 
fare of finall Concern, if his Commander gives him 
not the liberty ; and why a Man in fo confiderable an 
Engagement as his Vow in Baptifm fpecifies, fhou'd 
freak out of the Field, or murder himtelf for fear of 
a tew temporary evils, is fomething unaccountable, 
and argues not only difobedience to God Almighty, buc 
a degeneracy from bravenels, and worth of his own 
Nature. 

Quelt.4. A Perfon of a very flender Fortune, and no Em- 
ploy, thé judg’d qualified for moft, was by she importunity of 
his Wife about a Year and a half fince ( being under appre- 
benfions if we had Children we might want Conveniencies, if 
not Necellaries:) perfwaded to live with her only as a Brother, 
till Tha lome bufiaefs whereby I migit handfomely {ubfijt, 
which reafonably I might have hog'd for before this time, 1 
have bitherto nowith/tanding all Temptations comply'd with 
her defire: we are both Young, fhe every way agreeable, and 
extreamly belou'd : Now the Queftion is, whether we don't 
hereby Sin again the Divine Didate, Be fruitful, and 
Multiply, the chief end of our Conjunction as well as against 
Nature, and whether it does not argue 4 dislru of Provi- 
dence, on which we ought entirely to relf. Your Anjwer is 
defired with what {peed you can, for thereon depends our rejo- 
lution ? 

Aanfw. If fearfulnefs and dijtruft of Providence be the 
only Caufe, we believe it a very great Sin. As for 
what you call a Divine Diffate, Be Fruit{ul and Mulsiply, 
we look upon abftaining to be no Contradiction ta 
it ; for that appears rather to be a Declaration of our 
Liberty to do fo, as allo a fuppofition that we are in- 
dowed with Natural Powers to that end. Any moral 
Conveniency, as a greater preparation tor Sancticy of 
Life, or a mutual Confent to retrain, as from other 
things that are indifferent, would be certainly juftifi- 
able, bur chat fear fuggefted in the Query is below a 
Chriftian, and oppos’d to teveral exprets Texts in the 
Scripture, particularly partof our Saviours Sermon up- 
onthe Mougt, which leaves no excule tor dijtrujt of Pro. 
vidence, or a folicitous care for the furure;Concerns of 
this Life. 

Queft. 5. Having fometimes made a dreadful Imprecation, 
that I would allow {uch a Perjon no more than fuch @ Summ 
as wastefore acreed on by Arbitration, and now finding it 
abfolutely necb{Jzryto do the contrary, fince it will have very wd 
effets not only woon me, but upon all my Family if I do not: 
Query, whether my Imprecation be Obligatory ? 

An(w. A clearer account of matter of Fact might 


have directed toa more particular Anfwer: All we ne 
y 


fay in general, is, That any Promije, Oath or Impre- 
cation whatever, ceafes to oblige, if the mater of it be 
impofille or unlawful ; tho’ any fuch Oath or dreadful 
Inprecation ought asa great fin to be heartily repented 
of. 

nett. 6. In fome parts of America there is a fort of 
Snakes, called Rattle-Snakes, and if it happen that one of 
thole Snakes come under a Tree, and there Genter or ftay un- 
der the fantey and that it fo happen that there is a Squirrel 
upon the fame Tree, thas then the Squirrel will run up and 
down the Tree, and leap from one part to another without tn- 
termiffior, ‘vill as "tis belev'd it has almoff wearied it 
felf, and then will make a doleful Noife or Cry, withour en- 
deavouring to go from the Tree, and at laft run down te main 
Body of the Tree, on that fide the Snake lyeth, ana jo run di- 
recily into the Mouth of the Snake, and it fwailomeh it 
whole. I defire to know the Reafon why the oguirrel does 
not make its Efcape from the Tree nd Snake, rather than run 
into its Mout to its own defiruditon ? 

Antw. The Harmony and Difcord in Natural things, 
furpafs the Scrutiny of the moft Learned ; they are lo we 
ice, but really why, is lefe only to the giver of Natures to 
a}| things. The Squirrel may be appreheufive of an ap- 
proaching- Danger by the Snakes encircling it felf under 
the Trunk of the Tree, and after it has overcome that 
fear, it ftil] has an Eye to the Snake, and therefore in 
purfuit of the deftruétion of the Snake, runs into the 
Mo: th of the Snake, or the Snake may entice the Squir- 
re] down into its Mouth, by what exceeds our Appre- 
henfion to folve: Neither doth the Queftion mention 
any action of the Snake’s during this a¢tion of the Squir- 
rel’s. ' 

Queft.7. Pray Gentlemen, give the Produtt 
of the uuderwritten Numbers, there being a Con- 
fiderable Wager laid upon ’em, and you are cho- 
few Arbitrators as to their Multiplication, if you 


piafe to accept of the Office ? The Numbers are 
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Anfw. As to the firft Summe there being 
only Pounds prefixt, they may be fuppofed 
to be all fo, and if fo, the Produc is found 
by a continual Moltiplication of °em one in- 
to another: If they ftand for /.s.d. they are 
firft to be reduc’d into Pence, and then Mul- 
tiply’d.
